need of more drastic action. Much lias been said and pub- 
lished to indicate this, and il is thought probable that the in- 
vestigation being conducted by a special committee of the. 
American Bar Association will result in a call for swinging 
away from the reform policy in dealing with criminals, and 
recourse (o a policy of punishment. The committee has been 
holding hearings in the West and will continue its work in 
different parts of the country until August, when the annual 
meeting of the Bar Association will be held in San Francisco. 


This change in sentiment has been brought about by the 


astounding increase of crime in the last year or two. 
That 


there has been such an increase everybody is .aware, and not 
much in the way of relief isvyel '" siKnt' ^verY day brings 
reports of the boldest crimes, many of them committed in 
broad daylight, and it is not to be wondered at that the call for 
relief is growing louder and more insistent. 


For quite a number of years the tendency has been toward 


leniency in dealing with criminals. 
A\any well-meaning men 


and women have urged this course in the belief that Hie ma- 
jority of evil-doers could by proper treatment be reformed and 
restored to society as good 'citizens. There may have been in- 
stances in which 'this was deine, but the general drift lias been 
in another direction. The conditions have been growing 
worse rather than better. 


The committee is of the opinion that assurance that punish- 


ment of crime would be swift and certain would go far toward 
reducing the volume of crime, and there is no room for doubt 
.(hat this is the correct view. 
It is impossible to escape the 


belief that dilatory methods in connection with trials, with 
ight sentences and frequent pardons and paroles, tend to 
necourage the criminally inclined. 
The. condition that pre 


vails today clearly indicates that such is the case, for ther 
never was a time in the country's history when lawlessness ii 
its worst forms was so brazen and rampant. 


There is a very general feeling that something must be don 


to check this wave of crime. 
-The so-called luunaiiilariai 


method has failed. This has been urged by reformers whos 
motives are not to be questioned, but, as the old saying has it 
"The proof of the pudding is in the eating." The gentle mcth 
od has failed to do flic business. 
It is time for a change o 


some kind. 


This is a subject that has many times been touched upon ii 


this paper, which finds encouragement in the fact that lh< 
American Bar Association is moving in the matter and is liable 
to recommend a program in the not distant future that wil' 
help to. clear the atmosphere. 
As was remarked in these col 


umns only a few days ago, the public is not seeking or desiring 
revenge upon criminals. What it demands is reasonable pro 
lection at the hands of the law. To this il is entitled, and i 
should not rest until it gets it. 


It is to be doped that this agitation will be kept up unli 


followed by results". The country cannot allord to allow the 
present conditions lo continue. 
II cannot afTprd lo encourage 


the criminal classes in the belief that they should be treated as 
objects of pity. 
It should be made plain that crime is lo be 


recognized and treated as crime, and that not loo much time is 
to be taken in the process. 
With this fact established there 


would undoubtedly be a speedy diminution of Ihe daslardi) 
work that is keeping the country on edge day and night, 
is time for a change, and for.steps.lhal will insure a change.
